ENGLANU’S LAZOR WAR 


Altheugh of Briel Duration, tt Wae 
RNevolutionary In Character. 

To David Linys-George, Chancellor 
of the Excheyce: is due in large 
tIneasure the setthaunent of the rail- 
toad strike whieb caused much blood- 
shed and sufering in Great Britain. 
The strike tof a time amounted al- 
most to o revolution. The trunsporta- 
tion systems of the United Kingdom 
were puraiyzed wt cities aud com- 
munities were reduced alinost to fam- 
ine conditions. Serious collisions be. 
tween the puopuluce and police vecur. 
ved und several pereuns were killed 
in Liverpool, while in the rioting io 
one Welsh city a dozen persona lost 
their lives. 

The troubles originated with a strike 
among the dock stares Ty of London, 
whici spread rapiu.y to Liverpool and 
other ports. When theee troubles were 
adjusted or were it, a inir way tor ad: 
justmeut the emjioyee on the rail- 
roads struck for nigher wages aud 
for recognition of the:sr union — the 
Amalganiated Society of Railway 
Servants. A total of 200,000 persouus 
walked out and for several duys Great 
Britain was almost iu a condition as 
serious as though a foreign tiect was 
blockading its purts, 1t sea trade was 
interfered with; its transportation rys- 
tem was demoralized and tuod studs 
could not be distributed. As a conse: 
quence prices soared and the pour, as 
usual, were the chief sufferers. 

The offer of Premier asquith to re: 
fer the whole railroad situutiun to « 
toyal commission was refused by the 
strikers, while it was accepted vy ti 
railway managers; and tne situation 
became so serivus that trvuops. sup: 
plied with ball cartridges, were mivu 
‘lized at Londun, Liverpool, Manches 
ter and other great centres. 

When others abandoned hope of a 
peaceful settlement Lloyd-George 
only worked the harder and in the 
end he won. The railway officials cou. 
sented to recognize the union’s«repre. 
sentatives and the men agreed to sub. 
mit their grievances to a joint com: 
mittee, meantime returning to work, 
without nee to their places, 

The efforts on behalf of peace uf 
Lloyd-George, have been recognized by 
King George, who wrote to the Chan. 
cellor, complimenting hiin very warm. 
ly ‘for averting a most disastrous 
calamity.” The dock strike at Liver. 
pool has also been compromised and 

eace again reigns in industrial Eng 
and. The etrike, however, has shown 
to Great Britain her utter dependence 
upon transportation for her daily food. 
Two weeks’ complete tie-up would 
bring Great Brita.n to the verge o/ 
famine.
